HESS’ SUCCESSOR. MARTIN BORMANN, 
SEIZED BY ALLIES, BENES DECLARES 
NEW YORK, June 11.—(INS)—Radio Prague today quoted 
President Eduoard Benes as saying that Martin Bormann, Adolf 
Hitler’s deputy, had been captured. 
Capture of Bormann, who succeeded Rudolf Hess as chief 
of the Nazi party chancellery when the latter fled to Scotland, 
was disclosed by Benes during a speech yesterday observing 
the third anniversary of the Lidice massacre. Prague radio 
carried the text of the speech today. 
Although several unconfirmed rumors cropped up that Bor- 
mann had died in the Reich chancellery during the last hours 
of Berlin, the Allies have made no official announcement of 
his fate. 
The Prague broadcast was recorded by the FCC.

The court refused to rule on the constitutionality of the law on

These rulings topped off a full 
decision day during which the 
tribunal cleared the way for ver- 
dicts next week on the two major 
cases blocking summer adjourn 
ment—the Harry Bridges deporta 
tion proceeding and the govern- 
ment’s anti-trust suit against the 
Associated Press. The court tenta- 
tively set next Monday for the 
start of its oft-postponed summer 
recess, with about 15 cases still 
awaiting decision. 

The tribunal handed down 14 
formal opinions which disposed of 
17 cases. 

SPLIT DECISION 

Acquittal of the ex-Bundists 
came in a 5-4 split decision deliv- 
ered by Justice Owen J. Roberts. 
They had been convicted by a 
New York federal] district court of 
advising Bund members how to 
evade. selective service laws. 
Among those acquitted was for- 
mer Bund President Gerhard Wil- 
helm Kunze, a defendant in the 
mass sedition trial here last year. 

The conviction was based on a 
Bund directive advising members 
that they would not be affected 
by draft laws because their citi- 
zenship rights had been taken 
away. Roberts said the govern- 
ment had failed to overcome the 
“innocent purport” of that direc- 
tive. 

In a lengthy dissent, Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone contended 
that the Bund leaders had not 
acted innocently His views were 
shared by Justices Reed, Douglas 
and Jackson. 

CONFLICTING LAW 

The Florida statute was invali- 
dated by a 7-2 decision. delivered 
by Justice Hugo L, Black. It re 
quired unions and their agents to 
register with and be licensed by 
the state. 

Black said the law could not 
stand because it conflicted with 
the National Labor Relations act. 

“The collective bargaining which 
congress has authorized contem- 
plates two parties free to bargain, 
and cannot thus be frustrated by 
state legislation,” he said. 

The CIO and AFL had chal- 
lenged sections of the Alabama 
law requiring unions to file finan- 
cial reports with the state, for- 
bidding supervisory employes to 
join unions and making it illegal 
for unions to accept money from 
employes as work permits. 

Stone, delivering the unanimous 
opinion, said “the record supplies 
us with no. concrete state of facts 
to which the challenged sections 


| could be applied.” 


In another labor case the tribu- 
nal ruled 8 to 1 that federal courts 
have no authority to review Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board cer- 
tifications of unions as bargaining 
agents.

CRITICAL POLITICAL STATE

CONSIDERABLE DEBATE 


After considerable debate, the 
radio said, Article 4 of the bill 
was revised to: provide that the 
government should advise the 
diet’s wartime emergency commit- 
tee of any emergency acts its de- 
creed. 

Article 4 now reads, according 
to the broadcasts: 

“The government shall confer 
with the wartime emergency 
measures committee before taking 
important steps, and if the gov- 
ernment should omit this proce- 
dure when circumstances shall re- 
quire its action, it shall report to 
the said committee afterwards.” 

This “face saving” gesture for 
the diet, in effect, meant that the 
government was expected merely 
to inform the diet committee of 
any emergency action it planned 
to take or actually had taken.

U. S. GAINS PEAK 


The 96th Infantry Division, 
which spearheaded Sunday’s sur- 
prise broadscale attack by three 
divisions on the Yaeju-Dake es- 
carpment, gained control of a 
small area atop the heavily-forti- 
yards south of Yunagusuku in 
the center.

Chinese Rip

CHUNKING, June 11—(P)—~ 
Chinese troops have rammed 
within 10 miles of Kweilin, former 
ly the biggest advanced base for 
American air power in the Orient, 
in a 15-mile burst through Japa- 
nese defenses, the Chinese high 
command reported tonight. 


In a hard-hitting, three-pronged 
drive against the imperiled Japa- 
nese bastion. 360 miles southeast 
of Chungking, Generalissimo 
Chiank Kai-shek’s veteran fighters 
threatened to isolate thousands of 
Japanese troops holding out in 
Liuchow, 90 miles southwest. 


BATTER 20 MILES 


While the Chinese closed in on 
both Kweilin and Liuchow, assault 
forces in extreme south China 
captured two Japanese-held towns 
near the Indo-China frontier and 
battered 20 miles over ravine-cut 
hills toward Pingsiang, 100 miles 
‘northeast of Hanoi, capital of the 
former French colony. 


| Kweilin formerly was the center 
of three American airfields. Miles 
of hard-built runways, taxiways, 
dumps and buildings were blown: 
up last year by U. S. 14th Air 
Force officers as the Japanese 
rolled down toward Indo-China 
and established an overland. cor- 
ridor to southeast Asia—a corridor 
which they now are quitting. 

The Yangtang fighter airfield at 
Kweilin was rendered unusuable 
last Sept. 14. The Ehrtang and 
Lichiachen fields were abandoned 
Oct. 28. 

The Chinese communique dis- 
closed that Chinese soldiers, mov- 
ing on the city on a solid 30-mile 
front from the northwest, west 
and southwest, had reached a 
point 10 miles northwest of Kwei- 
lin Sunday. 


BYPASS ROAD HUB 


The penetration of Japanese 
defenses was made after major 
Chinese forces bypassed the Japa- 
'nese-held highway center of Ining, 
|12 miles northwest, leaving Year- 
'guards to lay siege to that strong-

Armored Vets at Ft. Mac 
Want To Stay in Army

While millions of soldiers are counting their points, seeking a Val- 
halla they call “Civilian Life,” a large group of soldiers at Fort Mc- 
Pherson who fought and made news and history from Casablanca 
through Sicily, France and Belgium to the heart of Germany, are 
still making news and history. They don’t want discharges. 


Although these men have fought 
one of the toughest wars in history 
in one of the hardest branches of 
the Army—the armored force— 
they still think the Army is a great 
life and have refused discharges 
under the “85 point plan.” If not 
the first, they must be among the 
first who have been offered re- 
leases but turned them down. 


These soldiers whose postwar 
plans are painted olive drab were 


the “Hell on Wheels” outfit that 
was born at Fort Benning long be- 
fore the 1940 draft. They are regu- 
lar Army soldiers, some with 17 
years in the Army, and just be-| 
cause Germany is whipped, they 
see no reason to stop now. 


POINTS RUN HIGH 

When the men arrived at Fort 
McPherson yesterday from New 
York they were sent before a 
screening board and their points 
computed for discharges. Some 
were found to have accumulated 
140 points, others 139, 137, 134 and 
132 points. The Army offered to 
transfer them to the Separation 
Center where they would be dis- 
charged within 48 hours. 

Then came the big surprise that 
officers at Fort McPherson had not 
encountered before. Several of the 
men turned down the discharges,

to get out because, “I want to fight 
some more and finish the Japs.”

London Pins 
Polish Hopes 
On Hopkins 


LONDON, June 11.—(#)—Hope 
mounted in diplomatic quarters 
here for an early solution of the 
deadlocked Polish dispute as Har- 
ry Hopkins, White House trouble- 
shooter, sped homeward by air to- 
night amid unofficial reports that 
his Moscow visit had won a com- 
promise from Premier Stalin.

‘ing it. 

Harris answered an argument 
that the new constitution should 
not be voted on while 300,000 
Georgians are abroad in the 
_armed forces. He observed that 
they would have the opportunity 
to vote, by way of soldier ballot. 
They are being sent a factual list 
of the 50 changes proposed. 

“While our boys are fighting 
for freedom, it is our responsi- 
bility to see that they have a better 
governed state to which they can 
return,” Harris declared. “Weare 
not justified in taking a vacation 
while they are fighting and dying. 
We owe it to them and to the 
people of the state to have better 
| government, a better state and a 
' better place in which to live when 
| the war is over.”

man of the War Labor Board, has 
referred the dispute to the na- 
tional board in Washington by 
wire. 

Officials of the United Steel 
Workers of America (CIO) were 
ordered to appear at a show cause 
hearing in Atlanta after the strik- 
ing workers defied a WLB order 
to return to work on the first 
shift yesterday. 

The strike started 12 days ago 
when 700 blast furnace workers 
walked out, charging WLB delay 
in granting them an _ incentive 
wage system similar to that in 
effect in other departments. The 
resulting shutdown threw more 
than 8,000 employes out of work 
at the company’s Ensley and Fair- 
field plants. 

Van Hecke told union officials 
yesterday they had “failed with- 
out cause” to abide by the WLB 
order to end the strike. R. E, 
Farr, regional director of the un- 
ion, said he believed the men 
would have returned to work if 
they had been assured the com- 
pany would not discharge certain 
participants in the strike. 

Van Hecke advised the union 
officials to “get those men respon- 
sible for this situation removed 
from office, and take steps to see 
that henceforth the union was 
ready and capable of living up to 
the serious responsibilities which 
are accruing with the expansion 
of unionization.”

Washington 
Talks Politics 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In Washington you 
talk politics or you don’t talk. The next elec- 
tion is three years away and the Democratic 

nominee is in the White House. , 
All agree that Harry S. Truman will be the nominee unless, of 
course, his administration should fall in the hands of looters or 


become too reactionary. And all agree Harry S. Truman is too 
smart to permit either to happen. 


The honeymoon period is about over. It will be ended in the 
fight beginning this week when the house takes up in debate the 
FEPC and poll tax measures. President Truman, following up his 


course as senator, has supported the FEPC and the probabilities 
are he will support the poll tax bill. Certainly he will sign it if 
it is passed. 

What his leaders fear is that the angers aroused by this bill 
may endanger the reciprocal tariffs bill, they being the old Cordell 
Hull measures designed to bring about not free trade but a freer 
flow of goods between trader nations. 


But all agree the honeymoon will soon be over. Nevertheless, 
President Truman will remain in a strong position with the con- 
gress even though the present period of sweetness and light may be 
dissipated. He has been politically skillful enough to tie in con- 
gressional leaders of both parties by seeking their advice and by 
informal meetings with them. On committees, which must be con- 
stituted of both Republicans and Democrats, the President has let 
the Republican party name the members it wants. President Roose- 
velt usually appointed a Republican who was one in name only. 
Almost always it was one who had supported him. This never failed 
to cause the Republicans great mental anguish. President Truman 
plays ball. Despite rebuffs he will, unless some unforeseen political 
disaster should occur, grow in strength with congress. 


He will be the nominee in the next convention, three years away. 


: : Perhaps the most miserable people here 
Republican Misery are the Republicans. The death of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was at first a source of political gratification. I do 
not mean to say they rejoiced at his death, but the political re- 
action was one of gratification. The man who so soundly had de- 
feated them in four great campaigns: the man who enjoyed humiliat- 
ing them and rubbing salt in their political wounds, was gone. 


Now they find to be true what political writers had been saying 
all along. The Republican party since 1932 had made the man the 
issue. All] their attack had been centered on Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. .In time they came to accept the measures of the New Deal. 
Even Alfred Landon gave some lip service to the measures. Wen- 
dell Willkie and Thomas Dewey, with widely divergent political 
philosophies, accepted them completely. Al] they could offer, in 
substance, was the argument they could administer them more 
efficiently. 

The attack was reserved for the man Roosevelt. 


Now he has become a character im history. It is no good shout- 
ing attacks at a dead man. The legislation which he sponsored is 
the accepted law of the land and the Republican party twice has 
indorsed it in national campaigns. 


What, then, will their issue be? 


Republican leaders privately are greatly concerned. | There is 
an inner-circle row going on as the Dewey, Hoover and Taft school 
contends with the Stassen-Willkie-Ball school on streamlining and 


reviving the party. 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, who 
Vandenberg originally was of the Taft lineup, has veered 
away and today is somewhere between the two philosophies. He 
has handled himself at San Francisco in a manner which has at- 
tracted favorable comment from most of the papers of the nation. 
Yet even there Harold Stassen has done a greater work and he, 
too, has had a good press. 
It is highly improbable the two will get together as Vandenberg 
long has had presidential ambitions. Yet it might be that their 
association at San Francisco will have politica] results in the future. 


Both know the Republican party must cease to be the grand 
old party, as it persistently has been in each of its four defeats 
by Roosevelt. It cannot become a real political force unless it faces 
the future. 


So, it faces the prospect of the next three years with some dis- 
may and some frustration. Their one big issue has died. The party 
today is a party in search of a path, an issue and a candidate. 


The economic predictions of the future do not comfort them. 
Most economists are agreed that the demand for durable goods will 
provide a momentum to keep the country well off and employ- 
ment at a high level once the difficult transition period is made 
from war to peace. 


If so it will not be easy to turn out the man who is president. - 


So Washington talks. And this, too, is in the minds of Mr. 
Truman and his associates.

Rehousing Projects 
And City Beautiful 


In writing for this column last Thursday on 
the impossibility of transforming a great city 
into an architecturally ideal “city of the future” 

at one swoop, and in the further comment on the opportunity for 
such a miracle provided by the bomb-destroyed cities of Britain and 
of Europe, there was one striking example overlooked. 


That is the achievements of the Atlanta Housing Authority. 


There could be no better demonstration of the thought desired 
to convey than a visit to the eight rehousing projects which are 
bright spots in Atlanta residential life and a visit to some of the 
substandard, or slum, areas which still abound. 

There came to this desk recently a copy of the report of the 
Atlanta Housing Authority for the years 1943 and 1944. It is a 
splendidly gotten up booklet, with remarkable illustrations. It 
shows, vividly, the change which 10 years has wrought in the 
areas where slum dwellings have been replaced with modern, at- 
tractive, healthful and pleasing housing projects. 

There can be few, if any, Atlantans who are 


Do You Know? co tautiar with’ the aight, at least of one 
or more of the eight housing projects which are to be found within 
Atlanta’s city confines. The first, Techwood, was likewise the 
first such project completed with federal aid anywhere in the coun- 
try. Today it is among the most attractive such communities in 
the country and serves as a model for other cities which plan like 
improvements. 

The other seven projects are scarcely, if any, less attractive. 
They are, if you didn’t know, John Hope Homes, University Homes, 
John Eagan Homes, Herndon Homes, Clark Howell Homes, Capitol 
Homes and Grady Homes. Three, Techwood, Clark Howell and 
Capitol, are for white occupants, the others for Negroes. 

However, it is to make the point that you can’t rebuild a city 
at once, that this illustration is used. To make that point suppose 
you visit and look at some of the remaining sore spots in Atlanta. 

You, probably, live on a pleasant and beautiful residential 
street. A street you are properly prideful about and which you 
expect, without disappointment, your out-of-town visitors to rhapso- 
dize over. You take those same visitors on a drive down other streets 
of similar, or even greater, allure. And burst with pride over your 
city and revel in their praise. ; 

Quite possibly you, yourself, have never seen sections of Atlanta 
which would cause you, on sight, to hang your head in shame, in- 
stead of chanting prideful eulogies. 

Well, when you have a few gallons of gas to spare, take a tour 
around the sadder areas. 


Fi I could namé some of them but would get 
Avoiding Trouble jo" cuble if 1 did. For, inevitably, 
some of the inhabitants of said sore spots would come storming 
into this office, indignant because their home area had been called 
a slum. 

(Do you remember the awful place the present site of Techwood 
Homes was before the preconstruction wrecking began? Well, be- 
cause we called the incipient project “slum clearance,” our news 
department was visited by a committee of outraged citizens from 
those wretched shacks.) 

So, you’ll have to find those substandard areas for yourself. Or, 
as a suggestion, write to the Atlanta Housing Authority, Trust 
Company of Georgia building, and ask for a copy of the report 
referred to at the start of this column. 

With that report there is a map of Atlanta. Different types 
of areas are designated by different colors. You can then check, 
by reference to the color reference box, the substandard areas. 
There is, somewhere in the report, a statement to the effect it is 
still impossible to drive into Atlanta by any route without passing 
through such an area. I think this is a mistake. You can come 
in by Ponce de Leon or Peachtree without encountering such 
disturbing sights. 

But those are about the only routes of non-slum character. 


The progress of rehousing had to halt, temporarily, because of 
the war and priorities on material. Thus the last project opened, 
Herndon Homes, was in 1941. But, when the war is done and 
normalcy returns, it is to be hoped that rehousing can take up 
where it left off and continue the good work until Atlanta’s 
last slum is only an unregretted memory.

a George may ultimately be named as a successor 
to Secretary of State Stettinius. 

Heretofore the reports concerning the possible appointment of 
the Georgia senator to the Truman cabinet have linked his name 
with the Treasury Department. Because of his chairmanship of 
the all-important Senate Finance Committee and his acknowledged 
position as the outstanding authority in congress on tax and fiscal 
matters, he has been regarded as a logical successor to Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau in the final reorganization of the cabinet. 

Lately, however, there has been a tendency in informed admin- 
istration circles to speculate on the possibility of him being named 
to succeed Mr. Stettinius in the No. 1 cabinet post: 

Much of the speculation has been brought to a head by reports 
of a fairly definite character that President Truman is planning to 
make a change in both the State Department and Treasury heads 
in due time. 


— Mr. Morgenthau, after serving at 
Morgenthau, Stettinius his post for nearly 12 years, is said 
to be anxious to retire, while it is suggested that the President may 
find Secretary Stettinius’ services more valuable as a ambassador 
to London later on. 

Whether Mr. Stettinius is to be replaced, however, may depend 
on the final outcome of the San Francisco Security Conference and 
the subsequent treaty on world peace to be presented to the senate 
for ratification. It is hardly likely that he would be disturbed be- 
fore the senate finally acts on the instrument, in any event. 


If the secretary of state comes through this ordeal with a credit- 
able record, it would be difficult for Mr. Truman to replace hi 
Nevertheless, there is a certain pressure within the party for havin 
a more hand-picked man sit as head of the State Department 
cause of the line of succession. With the country now without a vice 
president, the secretary of state would become president if anything 
should happen to Mr. Truman. 


The politicians and the party leaders in congress would much 
prefer that the President name a man secretary of state who is 
more closely aligned with the party. The point is made against 
Mr. Stettinius that he has not a sufficient political background te 
satisfy party leaders as a possible successor to the White House. 
They would rather have someone who came up through the polit- 
ical mill. 

It is on that basis that Sen. George has been projected for the 
post, plus the fact that he is well respected in the senate and quali- 
fies for diplomatic dealings by virtue of his former chairmanship 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, the treaty-making body 
of the chamber. 


B rnes Former War Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes had 
Y been given prominent mention for the State Depart- 
ment portfolio for much the same reason. He is a dyed-in-the-wool 
party man, who came up from the house and the senate before 
serving on the supreme court and then as a sort of assistant to the 
President. , 

One of the reasons why Sen. George is now being suggested as 
a State Department possibility is that the feeling has become pretty 
general Mr. Byrnes definitely will not get the post. For reasons 
which are too long to go into here, he is being written off as a 
cabinet prospect. 

President Truman is known to have discussed Sen. George's 
availability for a cabinet appointment. He recently asked some of 
the Georgian’s colleagues in the senate whether he would be agree- 
able to accepting something. But whether he has in mind making 
him an offer is not known. . 

The Georgia senator frankly admits that he would have some 
serious misgivings about leaving the senate to take over the Treas- 
ury management. Postwar refinancing operations that lie ahead 
will be a headache that no man would relish, he says. He professes 
not to know what his answer would be if Mr. Truman asked him 
to be secretary of the treasury. 

But the State Department is a different thing, of course. It 
would be difficult for any man to turn that down. And the office 
takes on even greater significance at the present time because of 
the line of succession to the White House. 

As a general proposition, however, it may be said that his per- 
sonal choice is to remain in the senate, where he is firmly estab- 
lished as one of the elder statesmen of congress and as the chairman 
of the most powerful committee in congress, 

President Truman may not make any change in the two depart- 
ments for six months or a year hence, so that this merely repre- 
sents a part of the advance speculation that is going on in informed 
quarters.

Relations With Russia Improve 


Our relations with Russia have 
taken a turn for the better. Prog- 
ress has been made during the 
last 10 days in ironing out some 
of the specific difficulties which, 
in the aggregate, looked rather 
ominous a short time ago. The 
progress is not as great as the 
American government would like 
but it is tangible. It can be sum- 
med up by saying that “things are 
looking up a bit.” 

The return of Harry Hopkins 
from Moscow has been awaited 
with exceptional interest by 
American officials. The White 
House, of course, has been kept in- 
formed of his conversations with 
Stalin and other Russian officials. 
But cabled reports are not an ade- 
quate substitute for a detailed 
verbal accounting. On his return, 
Hopkins will be able to fill in the 
chinks and give his impressions. 
Such information as is presently 
available indicates that his mis- 
sion has had beneficial effects. 

At least four concrete develop- 
ments have been encouraging: (1) 
Russia’s modification of her stand 
on the veto in the World Security 
Council, (2) the ironing out of the 
dispute with Tito concerning the 
occupation of Trieste and Vene- 
zia Gullia, (3) the meeting of the 
Allied Control Commission in Ber- 
lin, and (4) the confirmation of 
plans for a meeting of the Big 
Three within the next 40 days. 

An agreement on the joint occu- 
pation of Austria by the Big Four 
has not vet been reached, but 
some progress has been made. 

Bevond these lie many unset- 


tled difficulties, such as the reor- 
ganization of the government of 
Poland and the Russian “black- 
out” of other portions of eastern 
Europe. And there are many 
problems of policy and operation 
to be worked out by the Allied | 
Control Commission, as well as 
many concerning other problems | 
regarding Germany to be settled 
at higher levels. But negotiations 
ere going forward. And machin- 
ery for collaboration, ranging 
from the world security organiza- 
tion to the Allied: Control Com- 
mission, are actually taking form.

some of the agreements which 
were reached at Yalta, a good 
many officials and observers are 
keeping their hopes under tight 
rein. But the present trend is en- 
couraging. It should be noted 
that with respect to some of the 
problems which have now been 
ironed out or seem to be on their 
way to solution, the United States 
took a firm position, and adver- 
tised it to the world. We were 
not apologetic. We had a good 
case and we stood on it—and the 
British stood with us, or we with 
them. 

The Russians kncw, or should, 
that we have no designs which are 
inimical to their security. They 
can see that we are withdrawing 
our great armies and air forces 
from Europe as rapidly as possi- 
ble, except for an occupation 
force. They know that we are 
cutting down the size of our 
Army. They do not have the 
slightest basis for reading a threat 
to their security into any pocition 
which the United States has 
taken, 

No one can be sure about the 
aims of Russian policy, now or in 
the near or distant future. And, 
as has been amply demonstrated, 
the Russians are often rude in 
their diplomatic ways. It is hard 
to do business with them as we 
do with the British or with many 
other nations. President Roose- 
velt was patient with the Rus- 
sians. All the indications are that 
President Truman will be patient. 
But patience is not inconsistent 
with firmness. 

Roosevelt, Hopkins and various 
American representatives 


isfactorily with Stalin when they 
could talk to him face to face. 
Then, usually, part of the gain has 
been lost subsequently.

Communism 
A Menace 


NEW YORK.—As one of our 
most enthusiastic red-baiters, t 
have come to the conclusion tha 
the only way to deal with the 
Communists and their fellow- 
travelers in our country is to 
treat them just as we have treated 
our relatively few Nazis, which 
is to say, rough. We ought to spot 
them, shun them, discriminate 
against them in every possible 
way and drive them out of every 
job that they now hold in the 
public service and in the unions. 
The object of that policy would 
not be to inflict personal hard- 
ship on the individuals, although 
that would be an incidental result, 
but to destroy the prestige and 
influence which they were per- 
mitted to acquire during 12 years 
of the New Deal. 


_ The arrest of five men, includ- 
ing a reserve lieutenant of the 
Navy, and a woman, on charges of 
stealing, possessing and _ trans- 
mitting secret information from 
the files of the State and Navy 
departments, strongly indicates 
that the attitude of the national 
government has changed since 
President Truman was sworn in. 
On the basis of past performances 
it seems to me probable that these 
people would not have been ar- 
rested under the old policy. The 
record recalls that President 
Roosevelt turned Earl Browder 
out of prison, where he was serv- 
ing a term imposed under our 
laws, with the explanation that 
this was done to promote unity. 
We don’t, or shouldn’t, administer 
justice with any such purpose and, 
moreover, Browder’s release pro- 
moted disunity rather than unity. 


On two occasions lately I have 
discussed the editorial policy of 
Collier’s weekly magazine which 
permits that old American publi- 
cation to run as_ pure reading 
matter articles by individuals 
who have long been associated 
with Communists, without calling 
the readers’ attention to their 
records. Then, on the same day 
that the arrests were made in the 
case of the stolen documents, Col- 
lier’s came out with a story by a 
naturalized native of Manchuria, 
calling himself Gayn, which is an 
alias, who is one of the accused. 
The piece was called “Terror in 
Japan” and an introductory head- 
ing said “Here, from official 
sources, is a detailed report of 
what happened” when, for 10 days 
last spring, “Japan got a furious 
foretaste of disaster.” 


The standard justification of 
such editorial policy is familiar 
to all of us who have participated 
in the interesting work of baiting 
Reds during the last 10 years. It 
is that a free press has an obliga- 
tion to present all sides of all 
important questions. That is good 
American reasoning, but let me 
ask whether those who invoke it 
in defense of the publication of 
the work of pro-Communists 
would be equally tolerant if some 
American magazine should pub- 
lish pro-Nazi material by the 
American traitor, Robert Best, but 
without identifying him as a Nazi. 

In this vein, let me relate a con- 
versation that I had a few days 
ago with an influential executive 
of a national radio system which 
has been using a notorious propa- 
danist of Communist policy as a 
news interpreter. He said his 
broadcaster was just a liberal and 
not a Communist and added, “You 
know, a lot of these people think 
you are a Fascist.” 

“But neither you nor any of 
those people has ever found my 
name on the roster of any Fascist 
organization or found me in asso- 
ciation with any Fascists,” I said. 
“On the other hand, this fellow is 
a member of many Communist 
fronts and associates with Com- 
munists all the time.” 

I think anyone who joined or 
associated with members of Fritz 
Kuhn’s German Nazi Bund de- 
serves to be shunned, 

For years, Martin Dies was ridi- 
culed and damned as a fool and 
a Fascist because he was constant- 
ly turning up documentary proof 
that thousands of individuals in 
and around the Roosevelt govern- 
ment were Communists or easily 
recognizable fellow-travelers. Nev- 
ertheless, the files of the Dies 
Committee are a priceless record 
of names, aliases, associations and 
conspiracies. Communism is an 
American domestic menace and it 
is none of Russia’s business what 
we do to communists in our own 
country.

Can Truman Hold 
Democrats Together? 


WASHINGTON—It hasn't taken President Tru- 
man long to find out how hard it is to handle 


that assortment 


of strange horses which travel 


together under saddle blankets all reading ‘‘Democratic Party,” but 
are constantly rearing up and charging off in all directions. 


Thus far he has done a remark- 
able job by occasional gentle 
words and by frequent lumps of 
sugar. But there are signs of 
trouble ahead. 


The basic difficulty, of course, 
is that the Democratic party is 
not really one party at all. It is 
a conglomeration of parties of 
divergent purposes. They range 
from the southern wing which has 
more in common with regular east- 
ern Republicanism on some ma- 
jor issues than it does with New 
Dealism, clear across to the CIO 
and the left wing which abhors 
nearly everything that the south- 
ern conservatives stand for. 


In between are lots of other 
elements, including the big-city 
machines at which both the south- 
erners and the New Dealers are 
inclined smugly to look down 
their noses. But they grab them 
to their hearts in election years 
with embarrassed explanations. 

The party got a sort of new 
lease with Mr. Truman, who didn’t 
inherit the hates of his predeces- 
sor. He was nominated for vice 
president because he had built up 
no important antagonisms. He 
had been in congress and made 
friends with conservatives, and he 
had been inclined always to be 
a regular organization man, which 
sits well with politicians. 

There was an “era of good feel- 
ing” which, incidentally, seems to 
be waning. The names of people 
who hadn’t been in the White 
House for years—Democrats Aas 
well as Republicans—were found 
of the appointment list of the 
President, and still are. 

But the tempo of these times is 
swift. And the new President had 
to make decisions. He has not 
hesitated to make them, and, when 
he makes decisions he is bound 
to step on somebody’s toes in the 
Democratic party because of 
conflicting elements. It’s impos- 
sible to satisfy everybody on any 
issue. 

Mr. Truman has fooled lots of 
people. They didn't take it too 
seriously when he announced he 
would follow the Roosevelt pro- 
gram. They thought he would 
straddle and be easy-going. Thus 
far he has hewed to the line. 

In doing so, naturally, he has 
riled the southerners on such is- 
sues as a permanent FEPC and 
federal compensation for those 
who lose their jobs in reconver- 
sion. Nor has he been entirely 
soothing to ardent New Dealers.

Victory Now a Real Burden on Winners 


IN COUNTRY DISTRICT NEAR 
MUNICH—The European war has 
been over for a month and we 
now are in the chase of governing 
defeated Germany. We have taken 
on an uncharted task in a nation 
which for generations was an eco- 
nomic unity and for the past sev- 
eral years was composed of high- 
ly centralized totalitarian states, 
which have fallen apart now to 
be governed by four occupying 
armies, each sovereign in its own 
zone, All its cities have been rav- 
aged, most of them totaHy destroy- 
ed. In Munich it is feared even 


to cart off the rubble, since tens 
of thousands of corpses are rot- 
ting under it and the danger in 
exhuming them lies in the possi- 
bility of epidemics. ., 

Its agriculture is run down. It is 
short of seed, fertilizer and, for 
the moment, labor. Yet Bavaria 
and all] Germany, thus disintegrat- 
ed, must be prepared to feed the 
people. 

Proclamations over the radio 
and the single weekly newspaper 
published by the military govern- 
ment warn the population there 
will be no Hoover or Quaker re- 
lief, that relief will be the German 
problem under military govern- 
ment. 


Bavaria, the luckiest part of 
Germany, in normal times pro- 
duced 78 per cent of its own food. 
Westphalia in the Rhineland is far 
worse off, but already the ration 
there is 800 calories daily. Supple- 
ments of seasonable vegetables 
will bring it to perhaps 1,100. 


It is my opinion, which is shared 
by other correspondents, that in 
Col. John Jay Keegan, head of 
AMG for Bavaria, and his immedi- 
ate assistants we have as able men 
—under given directives from 
above—as we are likely to find 
anywhere with what confronts 
them, 

They are ordered first to main- 
tain law and order, This is not so 
difficult as might be conceived. 
The population is exhausted, stun- 
ned, groggy, and docile, and its 
only point of stability is the Amer- 
ican Army. People are through 
hating the men who bombed the 
Bavarian cities to rubble. But 
they hate the Nazis with a bitter- 
ness outwardly unexpressed, but 
inwardly virulent; and they also 


hate themselves and each other. 


Their greatest fear fs that the 
Americans might withdraw, which 
would not mean revolution, but 
w'ld revenges. The Nazi motto 
was apres nous le deluge. 


But law and order are unlikely 
maintainable in the face of famine. 
For the last few days I have been 
living on a Bavarian farm not far 
from Munich. Through chance, I 
encountered an old German ac- 
quaintance who lived for years in 
America and never was a Nazi. He 
told me that displaced persons 
here as everywhere are on the 
loose and every night we hear 
shots and every morning get re- 
ports from the manager—who him- 
self is a doubious person left here 
by a former SS master—of night 
looting of grains and animals.

The Wherry amendment pro- 
vides: 


“Tt shall be unlawful to estab- 
lish or maintain against the pro- 
ducers of any livestock, grain or 
other agricultural cémmodity a 
maximum price for such com- 
modity which does not equal all 
costs and expenses (including all 
overhead expenses, a return on 
capital and an allowance for the 
labor of the producer and his fam- 
ily) incurred in the production of 
such commodity, plus a reasonable 
profit thereon.” 


After the Wherry amendment 
passed, proponents put on a 
“clincher” by putting in a motion 
to reconsider, then voting to table 
that motion. That left no way to 
get the issue revised. 

Earlier, administration forces 
had attempted to clear the decks 
of proposed amendments described 
by Price Administrator Bowles as 
inflationary, by proposing a com- 
promise on farm processor price 
guarantees. 


Sen. Thomas, Democrat, of Okla- 
homa, had gained considerable 
support before the floor showdown 

or a plan to require OPA to fix 
maximum prices that would guar- 
antee each processor of farm prod- 
ucts a “reasonable” profit. As ad- 
ministration leaders worked on a 
compromise, Thomas amended his 
proposal to exclude cotton and cot- 
ton textile processors, since they 
already had been given an assured 
profit in the 1944 price control act.

TUBERCULOSIS AND 
DENTAL CARIES 

I have noticed that nearly all 
the patients in a tuberculosis sani- 
torium have carious teeth. Is there 
any relation between the weaken- 
ed condition of such patients and 
tooth decay? (G. S.). 

Answer: It would seem likely, 
although I know of no compari- 
son of such patients with the gen- 
eral population in that respect. 


GLAUCOMA 

Is glaucoma infectious? Two 
children who sometimes play with 
our children have it. They wear 
a bandage on one eye and dark 
glasses and their eyes seem to dis- 
charge pus. They are excluded 
from school. (MRS, S. J.) 

Answer—Glaucoma is not gon- 
tagious, but the condition you de- 
scribe suggests rather some con- 
tagious form of conjunctivitis 
(eyelid lining inflammation) or 
possibly even trachomo (red sore 
eyes, granulated lids) which is 
very contagious. Better ask the 
physician in charge of the chil- 
dren about it.

; “She will never get there—not 
if I have my way,” he said. “I 
understand that Russia, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States intend 
to make it impossible for Germany 
to ‘Wage war again.” 

Eisenhower expressed surprise 
that some of his Russian friends 
now were doubtful whether Adolf 
Hitler was dead. He said he had 
accepted it as a fact that Hitler 
died but commented: 

“But I know this: If Hitler is 
not dead he is suffering more than 
if he were because he is being 
hunted for his life and will be 
fearful every minute that he is go- 
ing to be caught.” 

Eisenhower discussed the non- 
fraternization situation at some 
length. It was working reason- 
ably well, he said. He commented 
that the no-fraternization rule had 
been relaxed as far as concerned 
very young German children only, 
but added: 

“Of. course, the soldiers do some 
relaxing on their own.’ 


WATCHES NAZI ATTITUDE 


Of the German people, he said 
he had been watching their atti- 
tude toward occupation troops. 

“There is no question in my 
mind that there are many Ger- 
mans who want to be friendly,” 
he said, 

“They should have wanted to be 
friendly before. Our experience 
has been that the German is arro- 
gant in victory and very polite in 
defeat.” 

Regarding German children, Ei- 
senhower said: 

“Neither GIs nor Tommies will 
ever stop being friendly with chil- 
dren, I don’t care what nationality 
they are.’ 

During a recent baseball game, 
he said, some small children were 
in a position where they might be 
hurt. The game was stopped until 
they were taken to a safe place, 
he said. 

Eisenhower arrived here after a 
two - and - a - half - hour plane 
trip from his headquarters at 
Frankfurt.

Bishop Arthur J. Moore, in 
charge of the Atlanta episcopal 
area embracing the two Georgia 
Methodist conferences and the 
Florida conference, yesterday ad- 
dressed the joint session of the 
district conferences of the Atlan- 


Outh’s iargest R _sutemonile Tepair 


ta East and Atlanta West districis. 
He urged that the Methodists 
tighten their belts and make 
preparations: now for successful 
completion of the Crusade for 
Christ movement. 

Citing Methodist success in rais- 
ing $27,000,000 this year for emer- 
gency relief and war rehabilita- 
tion, he pleaded that Methodists 
be “gatherers of souls” as well as 
“gatherers of dollars.” 

Bishop Moore told of the next 
phase of the crusade when a spe- 
cial year of evangelistic effort 
will be made, wherein 600,000 
new converts will be sought, and 
400,000 inactive members will be 
enlisted in active service. He also 
stated that 500 new churches and 
1,000 new missionaries will be 
sought. He expressed greater con- 
cern for a nongoing church than 
for a nongoing member, 


NEW MEMBERS, 600 


All phases of church work were 
considered by the joint confer- 
ence, as directed by Dist. Supts. 
Veatch and Rogers, with reports 
from laymen and ministers. Mrs. 
Arthur J. Styron and Mrs. Reaves 
Gaston, presidents of women’s 
work in the west and east dis- 
tricts, respectively, reported new 
members for the year numbering 
600, while the sum of $33,951 was 
sent to the conference treasurer 
for mission work. In that sum is 
included an overpayment of 
$2,026 for the east district wom- 


en and $4,738 for the west district | rosT— 


ladies. 

In reports relative to the work 
done so far this year by Method- 
ists in the two Atlanta districts 
it was shown that all financial ob- 
ligations are 56 per cent paid 
for the year. It was also shown 
that subscriptions totaling $148,- 
579 had been received on the cru- 
sade fund, with payments to date 
amounting to $72,216. Accessions 
to the church so far numbered 828 
on profession of faith, and 256 in- 
fant baptisms, it was reported. To- 
tal value of all church properties 
in the two districts is placed at 
$3,226,394, with an indebtedness 
of only 1 1-4 per cent. 


TWO COLLEGES REPORT 


President Quillian, of LaGrange 
College, reported the completion 
of a campaign to raise an endow- 
ment fund of $1,000,000, while J. 
R. Burgess, of Reinhart College, 
told of the work now in progress 
to. raise an endowment fund of 
$500,000 for that school, one-half 
of which is offered by Dr. Sam 
Dobbs. President Worth Sharp, of 
Young Harris College, reported 
full payment of all indebtedness 
against that college. Dean Trim- 
ble, of Emory University School 
of Theology, announced a special 
school at Emory this week and 
next for town and country pas- 
tors, under the supervision of Dr. 
W. K. Anderson. 

In preparation for the year of 
evangelistic effort in 1946, Bishop 
Moore announced a special train- 
ing school for visitation evan- 
gelism here next February under 
the direction of Dr. Guy Black. 
The training school project will be 
attended by pastors and laymen 
from the three annual conferences 
in this area, the bishop declared. 


PLANS FOR RETREAT 


Bishop Moore is planning for 
a three-day retreat at Indian 
Springs during October for a large 
mumber of pastors and lay lead- 
ers in the territory covered by 
the three annual conferences of 
the Atlanta episcopal area. 

Mrs. Bennett Hutchison, of the 
Atlanta Epworth church, was an- 
nounced as president of women’s 
work for the Atlanta East district, 
succeeding Mrs. Reaves Gaston.
